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PREFACE. 


H AV ING made it my Buſmeſs, ſo far to en- 


WW quire into the Real Value of the pooreſt Paro-. 
chial Cures of this Kingdom, that I can make 
a probable Gueſs, that there are at leaſt goo Pariſhes, 
beſides Chapelries, not exceeding Ten, or Fifteen Pound 
per Annum Maintenance for the Miniſter. It is hard to 
ſay, whether 1 became moſt affefted with the Unhappineſs 
f of the Miniſters, or of the People in ſuch Places : Fox 
if the former for want of neceſſary Books muſt be utterly 
uncapable to make wile unto Salvation ſuch as are com- 
mitted to their Charge, it is undoubtedly of fatal Conſe- 
quence to the Latter, that the Shepherds of their Souls 
ſhould be ſo miſerably provided wherewithal to feed their 
Flock. | 
And this is the ſole Occaſion of the following Addreſs to 
ſuch as are pioully diſpos'd, eſpecially if they be Rich, 
and without Children. Such Perſons, Providence ſeems tg 
have deſign'd to be publick Benefaftors to Mankind ; and 
there is none ſo Noble, ſo Compendious, ſo Immediate, and 
x | A 2 : .. 
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( in our preſent Circumſtances ) a Method of doing good? * 
ſo much wanted, as that of fixing Libraries of neceſſary 
Books for ſuch of the Clergy, as cannot poſſibly Bi. 
them. 
E have for ſome conſiderable. Time applied the bent of- 
my Thoughts this way, and hope IT have happily hit upon 
another Medium, beſides the' mere. Benefafkions of * pious 


Perſons, whereby to promote it ; which I deſire may, 


not be interpreted as the Efeat .of any fond Opinion 
of my own Performance, ſmce 1 ſolemnly, and ſincerely 
declare, it will be indifferent to me by whoſe 'Book it may 
be any ways accompliſhed ; only being Maſter of my own, 
by. having kept the Copy- unalienated, that ſo I might the 
better Devote it zo Publick Service, T have preſum'd hum- 
bly, to propoſe, that whatever may be gain'd by the Sale of 
it, may be applyd- ts that Purpoſe. 
Opinion, that if the Authors fo pleaſe, many other Books 
which are of Univerſal Sale, might be Dedicated to Raiſe 
a Fund to carry on the like-Defign : And thoſe Honourable, 
Reverend, and Worthy Perſons, who-in my Abſence will be 
pleaſed to do me the Favour to manage both the Deſten it 


felf, and the Methods of promoting it, will, I dare ſay, irn-. 


prove all ſuch Means, as ſhall be put into their Hands, to the 
utmoſt Advantage. thereof. And if I ſhall underſtand that 
what is hereafter propos'd, finds a favourable Reception. 
both from the Clergy, and 'School- Maſters, who may rea- 
fonably be expefted to be friends to any Means that will 
Raiſe them Libraries, T have ſomethmg elſe of -like Nature 


ſprung 
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forung up in my Thoughts ſince the Printing of this Eſſay, 


that will conſiderably advance it. 
As to the Catechetical Libraries themſelves, T have kept 


 firithy to the ſubjef Matter of Catecherical Doctrine 1 


the StrufFure of them, except it may be thought, that the 


' Expoſitions on the Holy Scriptures, and the Miniſterial Di- 


reftories, and Lives, may be of ſomething more General Con- 
cern. But as it is the more immediate Buſineſs of a Catechiſt 
to underſtand the Scriptures, which makes it neceſſary for 
him to be ſufficiently furniſhd with Books for that Pur- 
poſe, ſo he muſt be eJually concern'd with any other of 
the Clergy in the Condu& of his Life and Studies, which 
will juſtifie the adding of ſome few of the Latter Sort of 
Writers. And-of theſe Catechetical Libraries Thave ſet 
down three Degrees, proportionably to the Circumſtances of 
three Ranks of the Clergy, who are more immediately con- 
cern'd in-this Work, and for whoſe Service they are De- 


ion d. | 


I. The Loweſt, and | Laſt of theſe . Libraries, is that 
which is firſt intended, and is ſuch as I wou'd have provi- 
ded in all: the Parochial Cures, not exceeding Ten, or 
Fifteen Pound per Anuum. It is generally apprehended 
that few or - none in ſuch Places are able to make any uſe 
of Authors 'm the Learned Languages ; which indeed are 
ſuch contemptuons Thoughts of them, as they do not deſerve. 
I am Perſonally acquainted with ſeveral very worthy, and 
good Divines in theſe ſlender and unhappy Circumſtances, 


and { 
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and know many of them to be' as great Lovers of Books, 
and as well able to make uſe of them, as ſome of thoſe 
who think ſo meanly of them. However to comply with 
the Sentiments of ſuch, who think otherwiſe, T dare” pro- 
miſe in the behalf of theſe my Brethren, that there's none 
of them, but would be exceeding thankfull to thoſe who 
will furniſh them with our Engliſh Authors. 


II, The next Claſs of theſe Catechetical Libraries, 
are ſuch as havg a Mixture of Authors in the Learned 
Languages, ſuch as are generally ſuppos'd to have written 
moſt uſefully upon all, or any of the Catechetical Points, 
and thoſe are ſuch as we could wiſh to ſee provided in all 
thoſe Pariſhes, where Catechetical Lectures are now ſet- 
ting up for the Inſtruftion, eſpecially of the poorer Chil- 
dren, whoſe Parents or Friends are unable to put them to 
School, There are ſeveral ſuch Schools now advancing by 
the wiſe Conſultations, and Charitable Aſſiſtance of ſeveral - 
Excellent Perſons; and tis hop d ſuch may in time be provided 
in all the Market-Towns at leaſt in this Kingdom. And as all 
Schools in C hriſtian Countries, ought to be principally De- 
fren'd for the Inſltrufion of Youth in the Principles of Chri- 
ſtanity, ſo it is piouſly provided, that the Children belong- 
ing to theſe Schools, ſhould not only be made to learn their 
Catechiſm, but ſhould have it expounded to them pub- 
dickly once a Week, both for their own and others Edifica- 


t10n. 


Now 
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Now the moſt proper Perſon for the Catechift, I hum- 
bly conceive, would be the Curate, Aſſiſtant, or Reader 
m ſuch Pariſhes, not only becauſe the Rector has a lar- 
ger Field of Buſineſs to mind, which will not give kim al. 
ways Leiſure to attend every thing, and among ſt the Ref, 
this ; but becauſe this Catechiſmg of the Youth, and Ex- 
pounding publickly, would moſt effeftually train up tbe 
Young Clergy for higher Mimiſteries in the Chxrch. It 
is well known that docendo ipſe dilces, ſo that bercby 
the Curate of a Pariſh would become himſelf ſo much 
a. Maſter in the grand Dofrines of Chriſtianity, that 
after ſuch a Courſe of Inſtruftion, he might be more - 
ſafely truſted with the Superior Condu&t in a Cure of his 
own. And it being very difficult for a Curate, out 
of the Ordinary Allowance, to furniſh himſelf with a ſuf 
ficient Number of Neceſſary Books ; it is requiſite a Ca- 
rechetical Library ſhould be part of bis Encouragement ; 
and as it would be a 200d Encouragement, ſo it would 
be a great Engagement upon him to Diſcharge this Truſt 
with Fidelity, and Diligence ; and would likewiſe enable 
him to do it as a Workman who needs not be afha- 


med. 


The Third Claſs of theſe Catechetical Librarics is : 
only diſtinguiſhd from the former by having double the 
Quantity of Books upon the ſame Fleads. And 1 woyld 
here propoſe, that in ſuch Places where the ReCtor him- 
ſelf being not Reſident, the Care of Souls is wholly com- 
| mitted -: 
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mitted to a Curate, that for the better Diſcharge of his 
Duty, there were one of thoſe Libraries fix'd to the 
Place. By this Means the Rector might be better ſe. 
cur'd of a Full, and Regular Inſtruction given to his 
People ; for as ſuch a Sett of . Books upon. all the Parts 
of Chriſtian Do&rine, would enable the Aſſiſtant to give 
a full Inſtruftion, ſo the Scheme, and Order in which 
they are dispos'd, would direft him to make it Regular, and 
Methodical. 

And indeed, if in all Market-Towns, where Cateche- 
tical Schools are likely to be ſet up, there ſhall be a 


 Catechetical Library given as an Encouragement; and 


if in all the Cures where the proper Miniſter does not 
Reſide, and in ſuch as do not exceed Ten, or Fifteen 
Pounds per Annum, there were ſuch Libraries fix'd, as 
are here propos d ; this would be a conſiderable Advance 
both towards Lending, and Parochial Libraries throughout 


the Kingdom, than which I know not a greater good 1 
could wiſh to our Church. 


It is exceedingly well, and ſeaſonably advis'd by our 
moſt Reverend Primate in his late Circular Letter to 
the Biſhops, and Clergy of his Province, That while 
our Enemies are fo very induſtrious in ſeeking our 
Objections againſt the Chriſtian Religion ; it be- 
comes the Clergy (who are ſet apart for the Vin- 
dication of it ) to be no lels diligent in their Pre- 
parations for its Defence, by acquainting themſelves 


chroughly

throughly with the Rational Grounds of Chriſtia- 
nity, and the True State of ſuch Points, as are the 
Subject ,of our preſent Controverſies, rogerher with 
the Objections 'which are uſually made by our Ad- 
verſaries of all Sorts, and the effeftual Anſwers that 
have been Return'd to them, by ſo many Eminent 
Writers of our own Church ; that ſo they may be 
ready,.. on all. Occaſions to do Juſtice, and Honour 
to our Holy Religion z and be able to expole the 
Folly and Ignorance of theſe Gain-ſaying Men. The 
Cauſe which God has put into our Hands, is un- 
doubtedly good ; but the beſt Cauſe may ſuffer by 
the Weakneſs of its Advocatez and when this hap- 
pens in Matters of Religion, it gives the Adverſary 
an Occaſion of Triumph, and is apt to ſtagger the 
Faith even of ſincere, and unprejudic'd Chriſti. 
ans. 

Nothing more plain than that in a Reading Age, 
wherein Books are now daily publiſhed to propagate the 
moſt Impious Principles, and Peſtilent Hereſies, there is a 
Neceſity for the Clergy to double their Diligence in their 
Studies, not only that they may be able to Explain, 
( which is always neceſſary) but to Defend all the 
Do&rines of Chriſtianity, to which Service they are all 
call'd forth at this Time. And if, when ſo many Scio- 
! lifts ſhall ſo perth, and arragantly attacque all the 

. Articles of our moſt Holy Faith, any of the Clergy, for 
want of Books, ſhould be dumb or filent on ſuch Occa- 


a frons, 


ſons, Religion it ſelf muſt undoubtedly extreamly fiffer. 
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Some Means therefore muſt be contrivd, that all: the 
Clergy may be furniſhed with fuch Materials, as may n- 
able them to inſtru the People concernmg the Faith, 
and "defend them in it from thoſe who would pervert I f 


them, and this cannot be done without ſupplying the Clergy 


_ with Parochial, or at leaſtwiſe, till ſo great a. good 


can be accompliſh” d, with Deanary, or Lending Libra- 
ries. 

And now it may be full time to give ſome Account of 
what has been already done purſuant to all thefe Depipns, 
left 1 be thought a Meer Projector. This ſounds very 
contemptible with the Wiſe and Prudent, and the beſt laid 
Deſign in the World then only ceaſes to be thought a Pro- 
jc&t, when it does aftually ſucceed. And this T thank God: 
our preſent Deſign has already done in all its Parts, and 
m no conſiderable Degree as to ſome of them, conſidering 
how little it has been yet made known. 

In the Iſle of Man by the Means here propos d, there 
is a Foundation begun of ſixteen Carecherical Libra: | 
ries in the ſixteen poor Parochial Cures of that whole 
Iſland and Dioceſs, and no doubt they will m time Þe- 
fully perfeEed by the Pious Endedvours, and Ap Phicatibn 
of my moſt Excellent Friend the Biſhop” of that' See." Th 
wards what has been hitherto done for tht Raifing of thefe 
Sixteen, the Right Reverend the Biſhops of- Sarum, 
Ely, Chicheſter, and the Reverend Dr. Wake, &e. 
did beſtow ſome of their own Books, and the moſt Reve- 


rend.

rettd the Arch-Biſhap of Dublin advanc'd the Remainder. 
by. 4 Demand. of $00 of the Baptilſmal Covenant, ac- 
cording to the Terms. propos d. 

' Jn the Mather Catechetical School, viz, at Algate 
in this City, there is a Library of the Second Claſs now 
collefting for the Uſe. of the Catechiſt, at the Charge of 
the . Impropriatar, and ſome other Benefa&tors. And in 
the County of Montgomery, there are four of the like 
Catechetical Libraries ready fo be ſent down as a Means 
to promote Catechiſmg in the four Market-Towns of that 
County ; the which have been Rais'd by the Benefattion of 
the preſent Lord Biſhop of Worceſter, given both to pur. 
chaſe thoſe Libraries, and the Dilcourſes on the Bap- 
tilmal Covenant, Nor is there a Preſident wanting of 
one of the larger Libraries given by the Rector of a Pa- 
riſh, the better to enable his Curate to diſcharge his Truſt, 
and fix'd for the Service of his Succeſſors after him. 


And laſtly in the Dioceſs of Cheſter there is the Foun- 
dation of two Lending Libraries laid by the Diſcourſe 
on the Baptiſmal Covenant; the Right Reverend the 
Lord Biſhop of that See, the Reverend the Arch-Deacon 
of Cheſter, and the Reverend Clergy in the Deanary of 
Namptwich having ſent for 800 of thoſe Books with 
two Ten Pound Libraries accordmg to Propoſals. 

\ And as whatever Quantity of the Diſcourſes on 
the Baptiſmal Covenant ſhall be ſent for by 
any. School, or Pariſh, or by any Pious Perſon to give a- 
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way ( be the Number 20, 30, 50, 100,:&c.) an Ac- 
connt ſhall be kept of the ſame, and of all the Profit a- 
riſing from them, in order to diſpoſe all of it to a Farthing, 
toward purchaſing the Leſſer Catcchetical Libraries ; /o 
if any whole Deanary ſhall-yoin to take off 400 of the ſaid 
Books, Ten Pound ſhall be allowed them, to purchaſe 
ſuch Books as the Clergy of that Deanary ſhall agree up- 
on, wherewith to lay the Foundation of a Lending Libra- 
ry, or to add to the Stock of one ggready founded.

who provide no better for them. And provide them 
but with Books,” and they would be pu! [gnorant, 
Poor, nor Scandalous ; not 1enorant, tor Books do by 
an immediate Cauſalicy remove thar Imputation ; not 
ſo very Poor as-now; for I have known Good Men, and 
Lovers. of Learning kept under hatches all their life 
time, chiefly: by their being Bookiſhly given, and in- 
debted to- Bookſellers : not Scandalous, for I know that 
many whoſe Immoralities are ſaid to be a Reproach 
co.their FunAtion, who. yer in all probabilicy had ne- 
ver become ſuch Men, if they had been poſlels'd of 
Good Books, wherewich they might have employ'd 
their time in reading; for want of which- it is, that 
fome perhaps may have ſought their Diverſion-in Ale- 
houſes, and in a Santring way of Life.

cite them. And alſo I doearneſtly requeſt our Richer 
Citizens, who by many, and repeated Providential 
Hicts have been advanced to great Fortunes ; and 
do therefore peculiarly owe grateful Returns ro God, 
ro think upon this of Beſtowing Little: Libraries 
Inſtructive in the Eſſentials of Chriſtianity, as the 
moſt Natural, and Adapted way whereby they can 
reſtifie ſuch their Graticude. Burt above all, I muſt 
defire thoſe, «© Whom Providence, as I ſaid before, 
« ſeems in a more peculiar manner to have defign'd 
« to be Publick Benefa&ors ro Mankind, by giving 
« them good Eſtares without Heirs to enjoy: their 
<« Riches ; particularly I deſire them to conſider this 
matter, and thar by this means they would make to 
themſelves Friends in Heaven of the Mamamon of Wn- 
righteouſneſs, rather than like David's Fool, heap to 
themſelves Riches, not knowing who ſhall gather © them. 
And that inſtead of being fooliſhly Solicirous to find 
our ſome one, frqgm whom they might call their' Lands 
after their own Name (fondly thinking that by this 
means, their Houſes ſhall continue for ever, and their 
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Faw.” i ito. all Generations) that they would ra- 
cher by Charity to the Souls of Men, as is here 
propos'd, provide that ebeir Names may be written in 
the Bodk of Life, thence never to be oblicerated. And 
indeed I muſt not pals by any of thoſe, whoſe ample 
Fortunes ſhall enable them, or Pious Souls ſhall en- 
cline them to mitate their Great Maſter in doing 
good, without minding chem of the Excellency and 
Uſefulneſs of chis ſort of Charity. 

Now our Ancient Founders of Colleges, 
thoſe Brave, Large, and Elevated Souls! General- 
ly expreſs'd their peculiar Tenderneſs to their Native 


Country, or to thoſe places of abode, to which 
they owed moſt, by qualifying Perſons of ſuch Dio- 


—-ceſles, or Counties reſpe&tully, for the benefit of 


their Foundations. And the ſame Method of Cha- 
rity I ſhall here adventure to recommend to thoſe, 
I do now' Addreſs. Let ſuch whoſe Conditions 
ſhall enable them to. beſtow one, two, or more of 
theſe Dimmutive Libraries, caſt their Pitying Eyes upon 
thoſe Ten Pound Curacies, whether Pariſhes or Chap- 
pelries, near unto them, and extend their BenefaQti- 
- ons int this way to- as many of them, as their Circum- 
ances ſhall enable them. Bur as for thoſe whole 
Worldly Acquiſitions are very great, and can render 
themſelves a Blefſing to whole Provinces; let them

look towards UUales, the Jfle of Man, and - 
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ether Northern parts of this :Kingdom. And in- 
deed it is matter of ſad Conſideration, to ſee how 
Barbarous, and Ignorant thoſe places now mention- 
ed, do {till remain, notwithſtanding that the Goſpel 
ſhines in other parts of the Nation with a Meridian 
Brightneſs; the reaſon is the ſmall Proviſion made for 
its Encouragement in thoſe Parts, whereas in all reaſon 
the greateſt Encouragement ought to. be given there, 
where Nature is moſt unkind, and uninviting, to 
Ballance the Inconveniences thereof. And ] am ve- 
rily perſuaded, that if Books were fixt in thoſe parts, 
as ungrateful as is the Climate, Men of Worth 
would follow them, it being natural for Perſons 
who are Lovers of Knowledge and Religion , to 
value all Places alike where Religion and Learning 
do flouriſh. 

Nor ler any be diſcouraged from beſtowing theſe 
Books, out of fear they ſhould be Imbezel'd, Loft, 
or Converted to a Private Uſe, for. there may be 
ſufficient Care taken to ſecure them through all the 
Succeſſion of Miniſters in ſuch Places ; 1ſt. By Let- 
tering them on the Covers to what Pariſh they belong. 
2dly, By making Regiſters of them to be left with the 
Biſhop, and his Arch-Deacons, in whoſe Juriſdiftions 
ſuch Places ſhall happeii to be. And 3dly, By the 
Yearly Viſication. of the Arch-Deacon, or of ſuch of 
che Clergy whom he ſhall Depure to ſee that they be 


nor 
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not Imbezel'd,” Loft, or Spoil'd. Afcer all theſe 
Precautions, there 'ſcems\no place for the leaſt fear 
* ſhould ever be Loft. | Bur if they ſhould berany- 
wile. Alienated, by the. meer Letcering of them, they 
may as caſily be diſcovered, and own'd; as any Li- 
ving Creature by its Ear-mark. \ , 

And now [I only defire ſuch tro whom I Apply, to 
conſider, how Comfortable, how Joyful it will be 
to thoſe Pious and Charicable Perſons we have al- 
ready found upon this occaſion ; and to thoſe who 
ſhall add themſelves to the number; I defire ſuch to 
conſider what a Jubile it will be to them, when the 
Judge of all the World ſhall fic upon his Auguſt 
Tribunal, ſurrounded with Angels ; and when the 
Regiſter of all Mens Actions ſhall be open'd, to- 
hear the Record of this their Love to God, and Pi- 
ty to the Souls of Men publickly read, Angels arid 
Saints applauding them. 

And indeed if any are Pioufly Ambitious of the 
Higheft Stations in the Kingdom of Glory, of be- 
coming Courtiers and Favourites to the King of kings; 
it is Profeſſedly and Sincerely my Opinion, that 
next to what the Apoſtles did to Evangelize the 
World, ſuch Charities as theſe, which have the 
moſt, Immediate, and dire Tendency to Convert 
Mankind to God, will be the moſt ready way to- 
Recommend, and Qualifie a Pious Soul for ſuch a 
Dignity :
